Dental Budget Plan 


he Chicago Dental Society takes 

great pride in announcing the 

completion of a post-payment plan 
for our members and their patients. At 
long last, we have developed the means 
by which our patients can finance much- 
needed dentistry when they need it and 
still pay in easy monthly installments. 
Long aware of the need for an efficient 
post-payment plan, the Chicago Dental 
Society has spent countless hours inves- 
tigating existing plans, - weighing their 
merits and counselling with business and 
financial experts, and has come up with 
what we consider the most modern and 
efficient system yet devised. Naturally, 
a bank must be a part of the picture, and 
we have been fortunate indeed to secure, 
as our partner in this plan, the depend- 
able and well-known First National Bank 
of Chicago. Seldom have we experienced 
such cooperation as we have received 
from the officers of the First National, 
and we feel positive that the outcome 
of our joint venture will be successful. 
It was recognized that most dentists 
would be well aware of the meaning of 
the term “post-payment,” but that pa- 
tients would have some difficulty in 
understanding its ramifications. How- 
ever, “budget” they do know and under- 
stand from daily use. Consequently, 
rather than call our approach to dental 
financing a post-payment plan, we prefer 
to call it the Chicago Dental Society 


Dental Budget Plan. We will endeavor 

to explain it by questions and answers. 

Q. Fundamentally, what is the Dental 
Budget Plan? 

A. An arrangement by which a patient 
may pay for dentistry on the install- 
ment basis, paying in easy monthly 
payments, allowing the dentist to re- 
ceive the payment of his fees in 
advance. It is an honorable plan, 
based on sound business principles, 
in accord with professional ethics. 

Q. What dentists may participate in the 
D. B. P.? 

A. Any and all members in good stand- 
ing of the Chicago Dental Society. 
Membership alone is not sufficient, 
for to participate he must be certified 
by the Society and the Bank and is 
then given an attractive, neatly- 
framed Certificate of Participation to 
display in his office. 

Q. How may one receive his Certificate 
of Membership? 

A. By signing and dating the letter of 
request published on page 11 of this 
issue of the ForTNIGHTLY REviEw. 
This should be sent to the offices of 
the Chicago Dental Society, 30 N. 
Michigan Ave., Chicago a, Ill. It will 
then be approved by the C. D. S. and 
forwarded to the First National Bank 
for its acceptance. The bank will 
then send back to the dentist the 
completely executed copy of the letter

of request, along with the Certificate 
of Participation and eligibility; all 
necessary forms including combina- 
tion credit application and note form, 
rate chart, supply of return envel- 
opes to the bank in which to return 
application forms, instruction sheet 
and a card with telephone numbers 


to be used in submitting credit appli- 


cations by telephone. 


. Is there any entry fee or other charge 


to belong to the D. B. P.? 
No. 


. What is the financial setup of a loan? 
. The minimum loan is $100 with no 


maximum amount and _ depends 


strictly upon the financial ability of 


- the patient to pay. These loans are 
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on a twelve months’ basis, but in 
unusual cases can be paid off in 
eighteen or even twenty-four months. 
The bank is to charge 6% interest 
per year on the note. 4% is to be de- 
ducted from the amount paid to the 
dentist to take care of bad debts and 
build a reserve fund. A sample loan 
would be $100 at 6% interest to be 
paid off in twelve months with the 
dentist receiving $96 upon the sign- 
ing of the note and authorization by 
the bank. 


. In the event a patient wants to pay 


off a loan before its termination date, 
is any rebate made? 


. Yes. Interest is not charged on the 


money for the time when it is not 
used. However, a minimum of $6 
must be charged by the bank to cover 
investigation and clerical costs. 


. Is the 4% reserve fund necessary? 
. Yes. A reserve is essential to take care 


of bad debts and other related situa- 
tions that arise. It is doubted that it 
will be necessary to deduct this much 
after a fund is established, and it is 
estimated that the losses should be 
well under this figure. Eventually we 
hope to lower this to 3 or even 2%. 


. How is a loan applied for? 
. Dentists who belong to the D. B. P. 


will have an ample supply of com- 
bination credit application and note 
forms. The patient fills out one of 


these with the help of the dentist or 
his assistant and the completed form 
is sent in a return envelope to the 
bank. Within twenty-four hours, the 
loan is either approved or rejected by 
the bank, and if the former, a check 
is sent immediately to the dentist for 
the full amount of the loan minus 
4%. The bank also approves of these 
loans being made by telephone. Either 
the dentist or his assistant may call 
to the bank the information obtained 
on the note. Once again, within 
twenty-four hours, the bank will noti- 
fy the dentist by telephone as to the 
bank’s rejection or acceptance of the 
note. If accepted, the dentist mails 
the note to the bank and receives his 
check by return mail. 


Q. Is it necessary for the patient to visit 


Q.

the bank? 

No. All information pertinent to the 
loan may easily be obtained in the 
office of the dentist. No embarrassing 
questions will be asked and negotia- 
tions will be on a high plane. 

How does the patient repay the loan? 
After the note has been accepted by 
the bank, the patient will be sent a 
coupon book and a supply of return 
envelopes. All one has to do to make 
a payment is to tear out a coupon 
from the book, enclose it with the 
correct amount in the envelope and 
mail to the bank. Some individuals 
will no doubt prefer to pay directly 
at the bank but it is felt that about 
80% will pay by mail. 


Q. What about educating the dentists 


regarding the D. B. P.? 


. The Chicago Dental Society and the 


First National Bank have agreed on 
an educational program that should 
familiarize dentists with the plan. Ex- 
planations will be given at the main 
meetings of the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety, at the branch meetings, by mail 
and through the pages of the Fort- 
NIGHTLY Review. The bank has also 
agreed to send representatives to our 
branch meetings, one can go directly 
to the bank for information, or in 
extreme cases, the bank will even 
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send a representative to call at the 
office of the dentist. The latter should 
be avoided if at all possible. It should 
be stressed that when one desires 
information regarding the Dental 
Budget Plan that he does not call the 
Chicago Dental Society but rather 
the First National Bank of Chicago.

. Who will control the D. B. P.? 
. The Chicago Dental Society in coop- 


eration with the First National Bank 
of Chicago. Either or both parties 
can refuse to permit a dentist to par- 
ticipate in the D. B. P. for cause. The 
bank will naturally rule on matters 
regarding finance and the C. D. S. 
on matters regarding dentistry. The 
D. B. P. will operate under a con- 
tract between the Bank and the So- 
ciety, set up on a year-to-year basis, 
subject to revisions and re-appraisals 


Chicago Dental Society. This com- 
mission is comprised of six members 
to serve for a three-year term, three 
of the members being directors of the 
Society. The present commission has 
been selected on the basis of two men 
for one-year, two for two-year, and 
two for three-year terms. All appoint- 
ees after this will be for a three-year 
term. 


Q. What are the duties of the Dental 


Budget Plan Commission? 


. They are to act as a liaison between 


the Bank and the Society; hear and 
judge all complaints and grievances; 
keep the Board informed as to prog- 
ress made and to appraise and renew 
the contract yearly with the Bank. 


. Will it be necessary for the dentist 


to “go on” the notes as a co-signer? 


. No, and furthermore, notes endorsed 


by the dentist to the Bank will be 
“without recourse.”

Q. Who controls the D. B. P. for the 
Chicago Dental Society? 

A. A commission has been. appointed by 
the President, Samuel Kleiman, and

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ABSTRACTS 


WOUND HEALING AND 
COAGULATION 


The author reviews our present knowl- 
edge of the formation of the blood clot 
from the early theory of Howell to the 
currently accepted procedure in which 
prothrombin is an enzyme called pro- 
thrombase, thrombin is thrombase, and 
thromboplastin becomes thrombokinase 
which is released from injured tissues. 


Thus clotting does not occur in the blood 


vessels because no thrombokinase is pres- 
ent to convert prothrombin to thrombin. 
The normal anti-thrombin is believed to 
be serum albumin. Heparin is an anti- 
thrombin rather than an anti-prothrom- 
bin. Thus there is a double protection 
against clotting within blood vessels. 

Calcium is essential to change pro- 
thrombin to thrombin but it is effective 
only in the presence of thrombokinase, 
which is released from injured tissues and 
neutralizes heparin at the same time. 

Considering this, the relation of blood 
clotting to wound healing by administra- 
tion of heparin was studied. Some reports 
are controversial but others show that 
heparinized animals in which the hepa- 
rin level in the blood was maintained 
throughout healing produced scars as 
strong as those formed where no hepa- 
rin was given. 

While this is contradictory it may sug- 
gest several unknown factors in clotting, 
such as the destruction of heparin in 
wounds by a coagulose from bacteria, by 
proteins or by an enzyme heparinase. 

It is also suggested that a fibrin scaf- 
folding may not be necessary for wound 
healing. It has been shown by means of 
differential staining that healing pro- 
gresses through multiplication of fibro- 
blasts with the production of intercellular 
fibrils as distinct from fibrin. 

The author found that healing is faster 
if a selective vasoconstrictor (Kutapres- 
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sin; a liver fraction) is used prior to 
tooth extraction. This is selective since 
it causes constriction of terminal arterials 
and capillaries without effecting the sys- 
temic blood pressures.—By D. E. Holt- 
man, D.D.S. Journal of Wis. State Den- 
tal Soc., July, 1954.

SIGNIFICANCE OF THE 
TRANSPLANTABILITY OF 
TOOTH GERMS 


The author in reviewing the signifi- 
cance of the transplantability of tooth 
germs stresses that thus new approaches 
to facts concerned with embryology, 
anatomy, physiology and pathology can 
be explained. In transplanting in vivo it 
has been shown that the subsequent de- 
velopment of these transplants can be 
influenced by changing the diet of the 
host or by injecting chemical or hor- 
monal substances into the host. 

Human tooth germs have been trans- 
planted to lower animals and have been 
successfully grown in the anterior eye 
chambers, the brain and subcutaneous 
sites in these laboratory animals. 

When transplants are made, there is a 
five-day critical period during which a 
lymphacytic attack occurs. If this is sur- 
vived, a blood supply is established and 
necessary substances for growth such as 
saccharides, glyco-proteins, carbonates 
and water are brought to the transplant. 

In the growth of a transplant, the 
blood supply may limit the essential fac- 
tors for growth and a less dense structure 
such as cartilage instead of dentine may 
be formed. In high concentrations of 
fluorides, the dentine reverses to a cartilag- 
inous instead of an osteoid structure. 

When the blood sugar level was raised 
by injection of glucose, calcification of 
the transplants occurred more rapidly.— 
By H.S. Fleming. Journal of Conn. State

Veterans figuring their Federal income 
taxes need not count as income any pay- 
ments they have received for Veterans 
Administration benefits, since these pay- 
ments are tax-free, the VA and the Bur- 
eau of Internal Revenue said recently. 

Dividends which veterans receive on 
their GI insurance policies also are ex- 
empt from taxation and need not be 
reported as income. 

Among the tax-free VA payments are 
the following: 

Education and training allowances for 
post-Korea veterans enrolled in schools 
and training establishments under the 
Korean GI Bill. 

Subsistence payments made to disabled 
World War II and Korea veterans train- 
ing under Public Law 16, the Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation Act. 

Subsistence allowances paid to World 
War II veterans training under the orig- 
inal World War II GI Bill. 

Disability compensation and pensions 
received by veterans because of service- 
connected and nonservice-connected dis- 
abilities.
